blush it seemed very clear that tlie 
plan for a special sewer and for im- 
mediate’ construction was a very wise 
one, but more careful consideration 
brings out many phases which «need 
thought and study. 

A. correspondent has drawn attention 
to several of the difficulties ‘to’ be con- 
sidered, and others readily present 
themselves when the subject is all gone 
over. It is interesting to learn in an 
interview with the_ Selectmen, that 
they themselves are not fixed upon any 
definite course to pursue, their call for 
a town meeting coming solely from the 
desire that the town should take upon 
itself the responsibility for action or 
rest. : 

There seems to be no question, about 
the necessity of rebuilding the west 
side of Main street, and to properly 
drain the entire street is just as neces 
sary. The one great argument for 
doing this work at once is the fact that 
the town has. an expensive equipment 
in its street department, ready ‘or 
work, but unable to do work because 
the funds -to pay laborers are ex- 
hausted. The arguments against the 
work being done now, are the lateness, 
of the season, the doubt as to the plan 
proposed, the very strong and general 
prejudice against. appropriating money 
at special meetings. 

The issue for next Monday evening 
seems very Clearly to be whether there 
is any exigency sufliciently urgent at 
this time to offset the many arguments 
that may be raised againstaction. The 
selectmen.are wise in: letting the citi- 
zens at large pass: judgment upon this 
question.

The trend of theological education is 
seén in the broadening cénception of the 
work of the chair of practical theology:

At 
this point are’ made the great mistakes. 
They are misfits. We need, therefore, 
an adequate conception of what adapta- 
tion is. It must bea vital connection 
with permanent forces. 1t must include 
a grasp upon the underlying simplicity 
beneath apparent complexity, and must 
deal with essential man. It will there- 
fore go back for a statement to elements 
which are proven. One word—faith-~ 
sums: up the thought in the Epistle to 
the Hebrews; but that faith was spirit- 
ual grasp, involving all the ‘powers and 
dealing with the several constituents of 


-life. , : " 
‘Three factors at least are essential: a_ 


gospel to preach, a knowledge of human 
nature, and_a personality mastered and 
communicable. ‘The first brings author- 
ity and confidence. ‘The second includes 
knowledge of type, analysis .of psycho- 
logical and moral laws, comprehension 
of social psychology. and movements. 
The last means. self-mastery, thought 
mastery, art mastery, and-reaches as its 
climax the meditorial conception of the 
ministry. By ivorce of these factors the 
pulpit of the past has stood. ‘By them 
that of today must be vindicated. And- 
over Seminary, trué to her traditions, 
must stand or fall by none’ others. 
Professor Platner spoke upon ‘The 
value of Church history in theological 
education.” _ He declared his allegiance 
to that theory of ministerial education 
which would insist upon the study of 
the Bible, Church history, doctrinal 
theology and homiletics as the-essential 
basis of all sound preparation for the 
work of the Christian ministry. In re- 
gard to Church history in particular, 
the minister should know about’ the 
work and results, the methods and ex- 
perience. of Christian missions. He 
should also be familiar ‘ with church

“ment not our--own, 


e should have a 
thorough knowledge of the: historical 


€onditions under which creeds and con-* 


fessions of faith have growi up, thus to 
estimate and understand them rightly. 
So, forms of, worship,.rites and cere- 
monies, as‘they are symbolic of the 
spirit and ideals of Christians, and have 
had powerful influence, should be held 
important: A comprehensive study of 
Cherch history, rather than. that of 
sp-cial epochs, must give to the minister 
tn> broadest possible outlook over the 
organized progress of God’s kingdom on 
earth.

“The announcement niade this week 
that Prof. George F. Moore of Ando- 
ver seminary has accepted an_invita- 
tion to become professor in Harvard 
Divinity school will bring regret to the 
friends of, Andover. His ‘eminence in 
his department has ‘been unquestioned, 
and by his work as professor and pres- 
ident of the faculty and as productive 
scholar he has earned the gratitude and 
admiration of his colleagues and the 
trustees. The opportiinity which has 
drawn him away from his position at 
Andover, a position entirely congenial 
to ‘him, is an interesting one. While 


continuing to.teach his own subject 
of the Old Testament and Semitic 
learning, he is also in charge /of the 
study in the Divinity, school of the 
comparative history of religions. This 
work ds to be considerably expanded, 
and his first task will beso ‘to or-' 
ganize this study ~as to use to the 
full resources of technical scholarship 
in the various religions which the uni- 
versity: faculty already’ possess. For 
Andover the loss of this eminent schol- 
ar is, a serious: one,. but ‘the trustees 
oere already taken steps, to fill the va- 
eancy. Professor Moore’s work at Har- 
vard will begin in February, 1902, but 
he will continue his chief courses at 
Andover through the academic Year, 
and there will be no interruption-to 
‘the work*of the seminary in the” Old 
Testament department. It is a sat- 
isfaction to note that Professor Moore’s 
services to the Congregational denom- 
ination will be as great and import- 
ant as thew have ever been. His pres- 
ence at Harvard means a force for 
evangelical religion in the university 
which cannot. fail to, have a. deep and 
fruitful working at that great center 
of influence.

delay if not prevent any such action. 

First: That there is no good reason ex- 
isting today for this large expenditure 
that did not exist last March. ‘The 
calling of special ‘meetings, where large 


principle. In addition to this objection 
it will cost more to do the work now 
than it would-have cost if the plan had 
been ‘formulated last March, inasmuch 
as some of the work just being com- 
pleted by the street railway people will 
have to-be broken into and done over 
again. 

Pecantias The plan for the storm--sewer 
as proposed is unwise and uncalled for. 
The small pipe from School street to 
Locke street is unwisé; as ft will in- 
evitably choke up. 

The putting of any such pipe from 
Locke street to Rogers Brook (on Main 
street) is uncalled for, as the drainage of 
the water in this locality since long be- 
fore the first white man came to And- 
over has been through the natural water 
course, which running westerly just 
north of Locke street, joins the Rogers 
Brook before it crosses School street. 
The location of this water course is de- 
termined on Main street, by the culvert 
which the town cleared out last Spring 
after one of the Ballard houses’ cellars 
had been flooded. This ‘water course 
took.the surface water as far north as 
Punchard_ avenue, and drains several 
‘other-cellarson the east side of Main 
street, a3 well asthe one damaged. All 
the surface water trom-the -hill does not 
run down Main street, as-a_portion runs 
west of the street crossing Locke street, 
between the club houses on the south 
side of the street. -But none of it ever 
got north of the water course described. 

It isias unwise as it is uncalled for-to 
thréw this additional burden on Rogers 
Brook between Main street and School 
stréet. 

This brook is uncovered part of the 
way, but\it is covered at Brook street, 
and south of it. The town has had 
heavy damages to pay only. recently 
when the brook was choked up at Brook 
street, forcing the water down, through 
the B, &. M. statfon. 

When's town is managed as/is ours, it 
is much safer to keep the surface water 
in sight, whenever practicable. 

Third: There is secant time to com- 
plete a job of this magnitude before the 
fall storms set in. 

From, a’ pérsonal experience ‘of ‘16 
years, Main street has always been more 
or less muddy,.(rather more.) We are 
promised a perfect driveway east of the 
railway tracks. Let us endure the mud

Hamlin fal.e; to arouse en- 
thusiasm and the usually inspiring cam- 
paign speaker, Hon. John W. Coughlin 
of Fall River, had to put much more

As expected, the speech of 
Hon. Josian Quincy was an unim- 
passioned appeal in -behalf of reforms 
Ghampioned by. the Democratie..party, 
He made no attempt at oratory, but 
presented an inteliigént and carefully 
prepare’ argument jn. support’ of tie- 
Principes tr -which he believes, In a 
scholarly adcress, Judge A. A. Putnam 
eulogized the late President McKinley, 
and then scored imperialism, socalled.

No one who claimed to have been un- 
warrantably arrested appeared against 
Mr. Huntress and in his defence he 
showed that while he may have made a 
large number of arrests, all but one 
were followed by a convictfon in court.

At Power : Station. 


Extensive improvements are being 
made at the power station of the Bus- 
ton and Northern Street Railway com- 
pany situated on Merrimack —street 
Some alterations will be made and a 
great excavation is in progress, 

A Mackintosh and Seymore engine of 


.250 horse power has been taken out and 


anew engine built by Watts and 
Campbell company of Newark, N. J., is 
to be installed in its place. This new 
engine is of 750 horse power, capable of 
doing 900 of a heavy load. It is cross 
compound to be directly connected 
through a general electric continuous 
current generater of 550 volts and 900 
amperes capacity, making 100 revolu- 
tions a minute. 

The gpneraters now inouse at the 
station make 900 and .one makes 360 
revolutions a minute, the reduction on 
the machine to 100 turns a minute can 
be made because of the greater diam- 
eter of the commutator. 

The dynamo being directly connected 
to the engine does away with the use 
of large belts which slip more or less 
and there is also no extra friction to 
be contended with. There is also to be 
a quicker shut-off of steam, thus al- 
lowing ,a greater expansion of steam 
in the cylinders. These improvements 
besides others which are not men- 
tioned are of great advantage, making 
a noticeable diffetence in the éoal pile. 

The engine is to be connected to a 
Dean Horizontal independent conden- 
ser, the size of cylinder being 18 by 18 
by 12 inches. ;
